THE MEN SUFFERING

OttAiu, »eb., April 20.—Three thou- 


sand laboring men marched 
out of 


Omaha today with banners flying bound 
for tho eatup of Kylley's commonweal- 
era at WcBton, Ia., fdurtecn miles east of 
Council Bluffs. 


At 9 o'clock the signal agreed upon, 


the ringing of church bells and blowing 
of whistles, was given, announcing that 
.Kelley'a army was still at "Weutoii una- 
ble to secure a train for the east. The 
column bad bueu. preceded at Council 
Bluffs by a committee of prominent citi- 
zens, intending to call on Governor 
Jackson and the managers of the rail- 
roads to urge that the common wealers 
be at once utartud east. The weather is 
told and the men are Buffering severely, 
many having pneumonia, although there 
is an ample supply of medicine to coun- 
teract sickness. General Manager St. 
John of the Hock Island road upon see- 
ing the wet and shivering men expressed 
hift willingness to carry them east and 
aakcd permission to do so. 


The column marching in Kelley'8 


army swelled to 0000 on the march. It 
halted at Baylesu park, where a commit- 
tee was appointed to present the indus- 
trials' demands to tho railroad popple. 
Kelley had a long interview with Gov- 
ernor Jackeon. The governor notified 
Kelley that citizens of Council Bluffs 
had arranged to furnish boats to take 
the army to Kansas City and to provide 
•helter during the preparations. Kelley 
replied that he refused to go, but would 
submit the proposition to the men. Fully 
2000 more men have crossed the bridge 
to join tho crowd that preceded them.

canal aro working day and night to 
catch every drop that comes their way. 
Tho ditch tenders are powerless to im- 
prove matters as there are no locks on 
th« gates and checks, and they ride bard 
all (lav to see that gates are net no that 
each taxpayer may get his proper por- 
tion of water. Ue is hardly ontot sight 
Itcforc the gates arc changed and water 


inning same as before. 
There is not a mini in the district but 
'hut would be satisfied with an appor- 


tionment of wilier due him, but with 
the knowledge that those abovo him 
arc using it "indiscriminately, they do 
tho mime, niul the man on the lower 
end of the ditch gets very lit lie water; 
furthermore, there aro ver) few If xpay- 
ers in tlie district who know just how 
much water they .ire entitled to, and a 
no greater number l:ave ever read the 
by-laws of the district. 
W« have no 


knowledge Unit the by-laws havo ever 
been published, and we are of the opin- 
ion that they never wore. 


Hy such a course of management we 


can "plainly see that the man who lives 
nearest the head of the ditch is mostly 
beiielited, and it is not surprising to 
know that at tlie point where the ditch 
crosses the county line into Kinjjs coun- 
ty, that the people do not get their pro- 
pori.ion of wiitcr. Nor do wo wonder 
that a fort was built, when we learn 
that besides the many disadvantages 
already stated to bo contended with, the 
farmers were expected to stand quietly 
aside and allow large laud owners own- 
ing land in another county and outside 
of the district, to come to this mimo gatu 
and take out every hoard to let the 
water run on their lands.

earnest thinker.-. 
The invention of 


lobor saving inlichilicry which makes 
possible the enormous production of the 
•present, has decreased the amount of 
labor required lor that production to an 
client that is startling if the figures 
-aubniittcd by statisticians arc to be re- 
lied upon. 11 is estimated, for instance, 
that whereas the labor of 100 men 
formerly produced enough wheat to teed 
1000 persons for a year, that with the 
machinery now in use tho labor oi ten 
men produce an equal amount of wheat, 
and this allows for the manufacture ol 
the machinery and the necessary repair- 
ing. This being the case 90 farm labor- 
ers out of 100, considered in relation to 
the results of their labor, iin- luit to 
seek employment in other avoiations 
many of which the same conditions 
exist BO far as the use of modern 
i 


clliuery is concerned. 


In other words, labor savmc 


chinery has enormously increased pro- 
duction beyond any probable increase 
in its absence, anil has lessened the tie - 
maud for labor to an extent that cannot 
he otherwise than serious in its 
allowing liberally for erroneous cHti- 
nitttcB. H cuts both ways, :-.nd nitire 
than that if it actually results in lessen - 
ing the demand for lahur it alb" de- 
creases the consumptive capacity of the 
people. Of this fact the present condi- 
tion of our markets alTurii n painfully 
realistic illustration. 


TUB ltici-um.it.-AN believes, of course, 


that other things than labor saving 
machinery have to do with the lack of 
cmployinc t and 
superabundance of 


products which fail lo brine a fair rolnrii 
to their producers, but we believe that 
if the Mail takes a perfectly candid view 
ol the situation it will admit that this 
is ono ol tbe causes of prevailing dis- 
tn»6S—that the people have not yet ad- 
justed Llieniailve* lo the changed condi- 
tion of an industrial revolution result- 
ing from the introduction into every 
department of industry of machinery 
which performs the work formerly done 
by tens of thousands ot human l«ings. 


The Mail also makes an assertion re- 


carding labor in which we do not eon- 
cur when it says in effect that labor in 
itself ia not desirable, that it is not a 
good thing to have plenty of, but on the 
contrary, that toil is painful, and that 
men do it only because they are obliged 
to. Wo think all this is fully disproved 
by the fact that the best class ol peopl c 
desire to labor, cither with brain or 
muscle, and that they are the better for 
it, whether done voluntarily or from 
necessity. 


American civilization stands as a 


monument lo the worth and desirability 
of labor. Where on the earth cam be 
found a people who are more industri- 
ous or have a Tinner faith in the results 
of hard labor than the people of the 
New England stales, ond where will you 
find a people better qualified to perform 
the duties of enlightened citizenship or 
to intelligently enjoy the 
fruits o 


their toil? 
People are not brutal- 


ized by labor, 
but on the contrary 


they are, as a rule, rendered more 
virtuous, 
patriotic and 
self-respect- 


ing by 
their 
devotion 
to it. No 


fact ie better Known than that idleness 
even though temporary, is calculated t 
increase crime, and the result is no 
changed by calling it leisure, and re. 
ferring lo it as the opportunity fo 
recreation and mental improvement. 


It is true that there are in certain lo- 


calities in this country an ignorant and 
brutalized class of laboring men, and it 
cannot be denied that they are the most 
tenacious in their demand for short 
hours of labor, and that they have more 
hours of leisure than the 
average 


farmer and farm laborer, who are con- 
siderably their superior in everything 
that goes to make a good citizen, and 
who are more contented and get more 
enjoyment out of life, notwithstanding 
tbe fact that more o! their time is given 
to arduous toil. 


There is a modern tendency to belittle 


labor, and to decry It as tho painful 
necessity of those who have not tbe in- 
telligence v> avoid it, but it ia a wrong 
and pernicious sentiment, the encour- 
agement of which has already done in 
calculable harm. Labor ll not in Usel 
painful to a properly constituted per 
eon; it is not degrading nor a mark o 
discredit. People who labor are as a 
clua better than those who do not, and 
the most industrious communities ar 
the most virtuous and their people th 
most happy. J*bor is so essential, no 
only to the material welfare of the peo- 
ple but to their moral well being, tha 
its right* and advantages cannot be too 
zealously guarded.

SENATE 


In Favor of a Federal Building in 


Fresno.
